Ram-raiders 
smash into 
village store 



RAM-raiders used a 4x4 and sledgehammers 
to break into a shop in the early hours of 
Saturday morning. 

At around 2am, a silver Mercedes ML 
car was used to ram the rear shutters of a 
Nisa convenience store in Red Lodge, near 
Newmarket. 

It is thought there were two or three 
offenders wearing balaclavas, who also used 
sledgehammers to smash into the village store 
on Bellflower Crescent. 

Once inside, they broke into the cigarette 
counter and filled a dustbin with the loot 
before fleeing the scene in the car. 

Suffolk police are appealing for witnesses to 
come forward and are currently carrying out 
enquiries into the raid. 

Officers would like to hear from anyone 
who has knowledge of the raid, thinks they 
witnessed any suspicious activity in the 
vicinity, or has seen a damaged silver 
Mercedes 4x4.

Gambler must repay 
£800,000 to employer 



AN online gambling addict has been 
ordered to repay almost £800,000 after 
defrauding her employers of more than 
£1.7 million. 

Tracey Stevenson, 54, from 
Arlington Way, Thetford, Norfolk, was 
instructed to pay back £786,766.38 to 
refurbishment contractors Ecsec Ltd in 
Newmarket. 

Stevenson had been found guilty 
of fraud at Cambridge Crown Court 
in July last year, but the same court 
had a confiscation proceeding on 
Friday, August 11, and determined that 
amount. 

Stevenson had fraudulently diverted 
in excess of £1.7 million from the 
company’s bank accounts, which she 
used to buy two houses in the UK 
and one in Spain, as well as fund an 
addiction to online gambling. 

She committed these crimes between 
2011 and 2016. 

Her criminal activity was uncovered 
after Ecsec Ltd suffered from cash flow 
problems in January and launched an 
investigation, which caused Stevenson 
to go on sick leave. 

The account manager’s lies were 
uncovered, however, when her 
husband discovered a suicide note that 
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confessed the crimes. He later told the 
company bosses. 

As a result of the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA) Confiscation Order, it was 
directed at the court that the funds 
must be paid within three months - 
otherwise she will have to serve six 
years on top of her original sentence. 

Detective Chief Inspector Liz 
Fernandes, from ERSOU’s Regional 
Economic Crime Unit, said: “This 
confiscation order made by the court 
brings to a conclusion an investigation 
conducted by our specialist Financial 
Investigators, alongside our colleagues 
in Cambridgeshire Constabulary. 

“We are immensely satisfied with this 
outcome to what has been a complex 
investigation, and has ensured that 
the defendant in this case has been 
stripped of the profit she had made 
from her crime. 

“In addition, the company, who 
had fallen victim to her offending, has 
been compensated as a consequence, 
and the case goes to show that crime 
certainly does not pay.”

What’s in store 
at the new Aldi? 


LOOKING AHEAD: An illustration of what the site could look like 


SUPERMARKET giant Aldi 
has submitted multi-mil- 
lion-pound plans for a new 
store in Newmarket. 

The company could be 
sharing a site with homes 
for the elderly group Anchor, 
after the pair announced a 
partnership which could see 
both at a site in Exning Road. 

But what else do we know 
about the supermarket? 

Where will it be? 

The application has been 
submitted as a mixed use de¬ 
velopment at the former gas 
works site in Exning Road, 
Newmarket - accessed from 
a new roundabout. 

The site has been vacant 
for more than 30 years and 
was initially pencilled in for 
a Morrisons in 2013. 

After two years, on the 
back of disappointing sales 
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results, the company with¬ 
drew its intentions to build a 
store in Newmarket. 

As a consequence, Aldi 
bought the site last year. 

How many jobs will 
be created? 

The new Aldi store is expect¬ 
ed to provide around 50 new 
jobs. The home for the elder¬ 
ly will be looking to employ 
around 25 full and part-time 
staff. 

What features can we 
expect the site to have? 

The Aldi store will be the 
height of a two-storey resi¬ 
dential building, and will 
have around 1,254 sq metres 
of shopping space. 

Outside, the site will have 


119 parking spaces, includ¬ 
ing five spaces for the disa¬ 
bled and eight for cyclists. 

The home will have 51 car 
parking spaces. 

The home will also have 69 
apartments sold on a 99-year 
lease - each coming with its 
own care package. 

On top of that, it will have 
a hotel-style reception area, 
a cafe and an activities area. 

How long will we have 
to wait? 

Aldi has submitted its plan¬ 
ning application and Anchor 
will do so in due course - but 
both are hoping to have the 
site open by 2019. The neigh¬ 
bour consultation period 
will end on September 1.

CONSTRUCTION of a 1,000-spectator 
ice arena is due to begin “imminently” 
following the signing of a £1.85 million 
council loan agreement. 

The 56-metre by 26-metre permanent 
ice rink will be based off Newmarket 
Road, Cambridge, and is expected to 
open next summer. 

The finalisation of the legal conditions 
of the loan from South Cambridgeshire 
District Council to Cambridge Leisure 
and Ice Centre (CLIC) now allows the 
project to enter the construction stage. 

The loan, which was approved by the 
full council last year, was the final piece 
of funding necessary to allow CLIC to be¬ 
gin building work on site via its develop¬ 
ment partner, Cool Venues. 

The arena will be built on land leased 
from Marshall of Cambridge, near the 
Newmarket Road park and ride site. 

Members of the public and sporting 
groups will be able to use the facility,

which developers say will be constructed 
using technologies that will make it one 
of the most energy efficient ice rinks in 
the UK. 

Before identifying the land at Newmar¬ 
ket Road, CLIC had been searching for a 
site in and around Cambridge to locate a 
rink for more than 20 years. 

Residents will be able to enjoy a per¬ 
manent ice arena in addition to the pop¬ 
ular rink that arrives on Parker’s Piece at 
Christmas time every year. 

Cllr Simon Edwards, South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s cabinet 
member for finance, said he was pleased 
that the signing of the loan agreement 
could allow construction work to start. 

He added: “I know this rink has been in 
the pipeline for many years, but I’m con¬ 
fident we will soon have one of the best 
ice facilities in the country.” 

Prof Bill Harris, chairman of CLIC, also 
expressed his “delight” that the organisa¬

tion had “bridged our funding gap” with 
the council loan. 

He said: “Our thanks also go to Mar¬ 
shall for providing a brilliant venue for 
the project, to Cambridge University, 
specifically the alumni of the ice hockey 
teams who have provided the majority 
of the funding, and also to many mem¬ 
bers of the local community who have 
donated funds and hard work to get this 
new exciting community ice arena on the 
map. 

“With just a few minor items to final¬ 
ise, the Cambridge Ice Arena will be start¬ 
ing construction imminently.” 

Robert Marshall, group chief executive 
of Marshall, said: “We are delighted the 
new ice rink is finally in a position to pro¬ 
ceed, and combined with our support in 
providing a site we believe the new facil¬ 
ity will be an excellent location for the 
Cambridge community to enjoy ice skat¬ 
ing activities.”

JOBS LOSSES: The National

Horseracing 
museum is all 
set to cut jobs 
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THE national horseracing 
museum in Newmarket is to 
cut jobs months after open¬ 
ing. 

The National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art is being forced 
to let staff go after not getting 
as many visitors as predicted 
following its opening in No¬ 
vember last year. 

The centre, which is based 
at Palace House, said the 
“small reduction in staff 


members” was necessary 
because of revenues which 
were lower than anticipated. 

A spokeswoman from the 
National Heritage Centre 
said: “The National Heritage 
Centre is undertaking this 
measure reluctantly. Howev¬ 
er, action is necessary to en¬ 
sure that the museum pro¬ 
tects the visitor experience 
while avoiding any financial 
difficulties. 

“The trustees remain con¬ 
fident that the museum will 
achieve its projected annual 
visitor numbers, based on 
expert advice and independ¬ 


ent research, but it will take 
longer to reach the target.” 

Since the museum was 
revamped, it has attracted 
more than 23,000 visitors, 
almost double the number 
achieved at the old museum 
- but footfall has not been 
growing as rapidly as fore¬ 
cast. 

The museum came under 
fire earlier in the year for its 
entry fee at £16.50 being “too 
high”. However, the price in¬ 
cludes an annual pass. 

After being criticised, the 
centre offered a day pass to 
its visitors for £5 in March, to 
show people how much is on 
offer at the museum - which 
proved a success. 

The museum charges 
£16.50 for general admis¬ 
sions, £40 for two adults and 
up to four children (a fam¬ 
ily deal), £15.50 for conces¬ 
sions, £9.50 for children un¬ 
der 16 and is free for children 
under five.

Get ready for take-off 
in helicopter simulator

EVER wanted to learn how to fly 
a helicopter? Well, now is your 
chance. 

One man has just built the 
country’s first helicopter simula¬ 
tor open to the public. 

Kenneth Mockford, 53, of Toys 
Lane, Burwell, has built simu¬ 
lators since the 1990s and has 
created his own business where 
people can learn how to drive 
Formula 1 cars and fly aero¬ 
planes. 

People have even used the 
simulators to learn how to use 
the machines in real life - one pi¬ 
lot used Kenneth’s flight simula¬ 
tor to get a job flying planes. 

Mr Mockford, who works with 
his wife Martine at the centre in 
Mildenhall, told the News: “I’ve 
been building simulators since 
computers first came out. 

“This will be the first helicopter 
military simulator for the public 
in the UK - they still fly the same 
helicopters in the military and it 
comes from a real Lynx. 

“I’m a nutty engineer, so I de¬ 
sign them myself. I’ve been really 
grateful that I’ve been capable to 
make this.” 

Kenneth builds the simulator 
machines in his back garden us¬ 
ing real interior. 

He then transfers the simula¬ 
tor to the Sim2Do Flight Simula¬ 
tor Centre in Mildenhall where 
people can pay to get lessons 


and learn how to use a Boeing 
737-800, a Formula 1 racing car 
and now a Lynx helicopter. 

If people bring a number of 
guests, they can each observe 
what’s going on through the 


cockpit where the owners have 
set up CCTV of the simulator and 
its pilot. 

The helicopter simulator, 
which is static, took just under a 
year to create. 


Kenneth will set his sights on 
creating a motion capture simu¬ 
lator of a Tornado aircraft. 

“It’s a dream of mine to cre¬ 
ate one,” he said. “It’s going to be 
nuts.”

Independent coffee shop to open in village 


A NEW independent cafe is to 
open in Burwell by the end of the 
year, it has been confirmed. 

The cafe will be replacing an 
estate agents in The Causeway, 
after the plans were approved in 
January. 

But what else do we know 
about the cafe?

The application has been 
submitted by Morris Armitage as 
a cafe at its estate agents in The 
Causeway.

What the owner says: 


Simon Morris, managing director 
of Morris Armitage, told the News: 
"We're very pleased that the idea 
is almost reality, but obviously 
there's still plenty more work to be 
done inside. 

"It's going to be an independent 
coffee shop focusing on quality 
coffee and quality service. We're 
going to be using local people to 
provide a quality local product. 

"Good quality coffee will be a 
big part of the picture, but there 
will be other drinks and goodies, 
small nibbles and bites too. It 
won't be a greasy spoon. 

"I've lived in Burwell for five 
or six years myself. It's a growing 


village that's got lots of lovely 
amenities. It's in desperate need 
of a place to bring people together 
and a chilled environment where 
people can meet. 

"We totally believe the local 
community will benefit from this. 

"I don't think there's been 
anything in the village that has had 
the same approach as what we're 
going to be looking to roll out. 

"It will be a very, very different 
business to what the village has 
seen previously."

More than 80 
knives given up 


MORE than 80 knives, in¬ 
cluding seven machetes, 
have been taken off Cam¬ 
bridgeshire streets after an 
amnesty. 

The blades were recovered 
from amnesty bins in police 
stations as part of a week- 
long amnesty from July 17. 

Police forces across the 
country took part in Opera¬ 
tion Sceptre, allowing mem¬ 
bers of the public to hand in 
knives without prosecution. 

This was the third knife 
amnesty in the last year, with 
previous initiatives taking 
place in May and October. 

From July 2016 to June 
2017, there were 220 posses¬ 
sion of weapons offences in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Of these, 117 were in Pe¬ 
terborough, 49 in Cambridge 
and 12 in Wisbech. 

Knife assaults in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have soared in 
the last five years. 

It is illegal to: 

• Sell a knife of any kind to 
anyone under 18 years old

• Carry a knife in public 
without good reason - un¬ 
less it’s a knife with a folding 
blade 3in long (7.62 cm) or 
less, like a Swiss Army knife 

• Carry, buy or sell any 
type of banned knife

ening way (even a legal knife, 
such as a Swiss Army knife) 

The maximum penalty 
for an adult carrying a knife 
is four years in prison and a 
fine of £5,000. 

Insp Ben Newton said: 
“The result of this amnesty 


means that since October 
last year we have recovered 
more than 300 knives. Tak¬ 
ing weapons off the streets is 
part of creating a safer Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“I’m pleased that the pub¬ 
lic continue to make use of 
the amnesties to dispose 
of weapons without fear of 
prosecution. 

“Those who carry knives 
not only put lives at risk, but 
also face a lengthy prison 
sentence and a hefty fine.”

Food Standards’ warning 
over pub’s out-of-date food

A PUB has been given a low food 
hygiene rating of one after con¬ 
cerns about out-of-date food. 

The Red Lion, in Kirtling, was giv¬ 
en the poor Foods Standards Agen¬ 
cy rating by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council on July 12. 

The rating, which is out of five, 
means that a major improvement is 
necessary. 

The pub was warned out-of-date 
food or storing certain food for long 
periods of time can lead to food 
poisoning, although no incidents 
of people falling ill were reported in 
the council’s letter. 

The inspector’s report said: 
“Joints of meat were cooked on 
Saturday and were observed in the 
refrigerator on Wednesday, thus 
giving a five day shelf life. It is un¬ 
acceptable and unsafe to have pre¬ 
pared high risk foods in the refrig¬ 
erator for such long periods of time. 
You must ensure that food is used 


within an acceptable time period to 
ensure that food is safe. 

“Keeping food for long periods 
can affect the quality of the food 
and can allow food poisoning or¬ 
ganisms to grow to levels which can 
cause illness.” 

The owner of the Red Lion told 
the News : “We’ve rectified the prob¬ 
lems already - 99 per cent of it is 


solved. 

“We took over the restaurant two 
weeks before. None of the food was 
ours. 

“The inspector came in a week 
after his first visit and was perfectly 
happy with what we had done.” 

In the letter sent to the pub’s 
management, the food safety of¬ 
ficer pointed out a number of flaws 


at the pub. 

There were a number of instanc¬ 
es of out-of-date food, including 
four tubs of coleslaw, two bottles of 
cream, four sirloin steaks, six rump 
steaks - most of which were out of 
date by nine days. 

The majority of cooked and pre¬ 
pared food in the refrigerators were 
not date labelled as to when they 
were prepared, cooked or opened, 
or when they had to be used by or 
thrown away. 

The inspector added that “it is 
unacceptable and unsafe” to have 
prepared high-risk foods in the 
refrigerator for such long periods 
of time, because it can allow food 
poisoning organisms to grow in the 
food. 

Mouldy strawberries and four 
pieces of “foul smelling and slimy” 
camembert cheese was found in a 
refrigerator. 

All food in a premises is deemed 
to be for sale unless it is clearly 
marked as being unfit and separat¬ 
ed from other foods. 

At the time of inspection, the 


food handler was wearing brace¬ 
lets, necklaces, rings and earrings 
- which is not permitted, as they 
present a risk of contamination. 

There were flies in the kitchen. All 
food businesses must prevent flies 
gaining entry into food storage and 
preparation areas to prevent con¬ 
tamination. 

It was also noted that there was 
a “significant” amount of food in 
the five fridges and four freezes, 
which indicated to the inspector 
that there was a “lack of control” of 
stock rotation. 

There were also instances of 
equipment being dirty, including 
one dirty refrigerator and another 
refrigerator with blood inside. 

The inspector concluded that the 
“significant hazards” in the kitchen 
were not fully understood and con¬ 
trols were not in place at the time of 
inspection. 

In addition, the food handler’s 
food hygiene awareness was “inad¬ 
equate.” 

The pub was open and trading 
when inspectors visited.

After this the caravans oc¬ 
cupied the Ida Darwin site in 
Fulbourn, which is owned by 
an NHS trust. 

They left Fulbourn on

Sunday night and arrived on 
playing fields in Cambourne. 

Cambourne Parish Council 
chairman Joseph O’Dwyer 
suggested yesterday that the 
county could benefit from 
more traveller sites. 

He said: “The prevalence 
of the travellers turning up 
in villages in such a short pe¬ 
riod of time perhaps prompts 
a discussion about whether 
there are enough official 
pitches. It might prevent 
similar situations happening 



again.” 

But it is understood the 
group of travellers currently 
in Cambourne are not local 
to the area. 

Cambridge City Council’s 
advice page about gypsies 
and travellers says in some 
situations, such as a wed¬ 
ding, funeral, or if a relative 
is in hospital, they may have 
to stop closer to residential 
areas. 

South Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is still battling 
to evict non-traveller fami¬ 
lies from Smithy Fen - a site 
which by law may only be 
used by gypsies and travellers 
- in order to protect the site 
for nomadic communities. 

South Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Councillor Peter Top¬ 
ping said another possible 
solution to incidents where 
travellers turn up in villages 
would be “advice clinics” for 
parish councils. 

He suggested seminars for 
councils big and small on 
how to deal with the arrival 
of travellers.

PHILIPPA GREGORY LOVES I

FROM THE PAST, BUT SHE'S SURPRISED 
WE DON'T HAVE MORE EQUALITY 
IN TODAY'S WORLD, AS HANNAH 
STEPHENSON FINDS OUT

EST-SELLING novelist 
Philippa Gregory has made 
a habit of focusing on 
strong women in history. 
Take The Other Boleyn Girl 

- her story about Anne Boleyn's 
sister, which was adapted for the 
big screen and starred Scarlett 
Johansson and Natalie Portman 

- or The King's Curse, which 
introduced us to Catherine of 
Aragon's lady-in-waiting, Margaret 
Pole, Countess of Salisbury. 

Philippa has sold more than 10 
million books around the world, 
revealing the untold stories of 
women in history, largely focusing 
on the Tudors and Plantagenets. 

"Almost universally I focus on 
women in my books,'' she says. 

"Women's stories are less well 
known. Some I've written about are 
almost completely unknown and 
don't have any published 
biography. Those are stories 
waiting to be told and the research 
is really interesting,'' says Philippa. 

"Bringing their stories to life is 
important, because it enhances our 
view of women's capacities and 
women's histories.” 

Writing about strong women in 
history has come to the attention of 
two-times Man Booker prize¬ 
winning novelist Dame Hilary 
Mantel, author of Wolf Hall and 
Bring Up The Bodies, who recently 
told a London audience that 
women writers must stop rewriting 
history to make their female 
characters falsely "empowered” 

Earlier in the year, Dame Hilary 
also told an Oxford literary 
conference that she disapproves of 
historical novelists who flirt 
with real historian status, 
attacking writers who 'try to 
burnish their credentials by 
affixing a bibliography' as 
Philippa is known to do. But 
Philippa doesn’t want to 
feud with Dame 
Hilary. 

"Hilary and I have 
never met. We just 
haven't been to the 
same events at the 
same times. We’ve 
corresponded a 
couple of times by 



email, particularly when 
everybody said she was being 
critical of me. 

"She very pleasantly 4 

emailed me and said, 'I 
wasn't talking about 
you! and I replied and 
said, 'I'm absolutely 
sure you weren’t!” 

Philippa's latest 
novel, The Last Tudor, 
centres on the Grey 
Sisters - Lady Jane 
Grey, who reigned for 
just nine days, her sisters 
Katherine and Mary - and 
their cousin Queen Elizabeth's 
brutal treatment of them, to ensure 
they would not produce any 
potential royal heirs. 

"I give a very critical description 
of Elizabeth as a monster. It’s 
written in the voices of the three 
Grey girls and it's very important to 
me that we see it from their point of 
view. Elizabeth is completely 
paranoid about her heirs, who are 
younger and prettier than her, and 
who are able to marry for love in a 
way that she never allowed herself. 
It's a negative, nightmarish picture 
of Elizabeth." 

She has already had interest from 
film production companies about 
possible screen adaptations, but is 
treading carefully. Many of her 
works, including The Other Boleyn 
Girl and her Cousins' War series 
(which the BBC's The White Queen 
was based on), have been turned 
into screen productions. 

"I've been very lucky in the 
attention that's been paid to my 
novels. Each adaptation is different 
and brings a different writer 

' v and a different aesthetic. I 
} much prefer it if they stay 
* close to the history, which is 
truly what happened.”

marriage to Henry VII - which was 
shown in the US, and clearly wasn't 
too impressed with the outcome. 

"The scriptwriter says she wanted 
to make Game Of Thrones with 
women. I didn't and I don't. And I 
didn't know that at the beginning. 

"I always wanted something 
realistic and plausible about the 
past in my novels and some of 
them are literally biographies, 
especially of unknown 
people. I stay very close to 
the reality.” 

Now, she has a new 
contract with TV 
production companies 
specifying that they may 
not alter the history. "To 
produce a historical drama 
which is unhistorical is not 
what it says on the tin, says 
Philippa. "To me, it’s a bit of a 
waste of time.” 

An adaptation of her first 
historical novel, Wideacre, which 
celebrates its 30th anniversary this 
year, is in production in the UK. 

She intends to continue writing 
about women in history whose 
stories have not been greatly 
explored. 

"It’s not that I keep falling over 
exceptional women, it's that most 
of the women were exceptional. 

"Normal women lived their lives 
struggling for power, struggling for 
survival, and in the course of that, 
they experience heroic endeavour. 

"It just so happens that their 
stories aren't very much recorded 
or selected by historians. 

"None of the women I write 
about have legal or political rights, 



and very few financial rights or 
rights of safety. They are in an 
extraordinarily oppressive society 
and, despite this, they still manage 
to run a household, run a land, run 
industries, and sometimes run the 
country.” 

So, when Philippa is asked if she 
would have rather lived in the 16th 
century than today, she just laughs. 

"It’s not a ridiculous question, 
but anybody would be 
mad to swap the rights and 
safety that we've won 
day-to-day for the 
incredible dangers women 
faced in earlier periods. It 
would be ridiculous to be 
disappointed about the life 
that we have.” 

The 63-year-old feminist 
author lives on a 100-acre 
farm in North Yorkshire with her 
third husband Anthony Mason (she 
has a son, a daughter and four 
stepchildren), and is working on a 
new novel set in the 1640s about a 
fictional character living in West 
Sussex, and a non-fiction book 
about a general history of women, 
which she says will take her years. 

However, she is quick to note that 
women still have some way to go to 
achieve equality. 

"We're not equally earning 
- across society we earn about 
three-quarters of a man's wage - 
we don't have equal ownership of 
land and property or of businesses. 

I would have expected us to have 
got further on by now."

S OME 13 years ago when the diminutive 
Kia Picanto first broke cover, it had the 
city car market pretty much to itself. 

The European makers couldn't quite 
envisage its gadget-crazed buyers rushing to 
queue for a basic set of wheels little bigger 
than a skateboard. 

That, of course was pre-recession. Well, 
post 2008 micro-cars and city cars were 
in demand and big names like Renault, 
the VW Group and Toyota jumped on the 
bandwagon. 

But the baby Kia had already established 
itself as a well-priced, reliable and sturdily 
built runabout. 

Now the third generation Picanto has 
joined the fray ... a much more crowded 
sector, with greater expectations and more 
sophistication. 

With its bang up-to-date 'tiger' nose - a 
Kia hallmark - the new Picanto is stronger, 
more roomy and has an air of refinement that 
didn't feature in earlier models. 

Its chunky upright styling is of-the-moment 
and pleasing to the eye, as well as being a 
practical method of making the most use of 
the cabin dimensions. 

The version I drove, the Picanto 2 1.0-litre, 
is powered by a three-cylinder engine that 
boasts a modest 66bhp. Not exactly enough 
to cause reworks under the bonnet, but 
sufficient to allow the five-door to easily keep 
up with the traffic and to eventually reach a 
maximum of 10Omph. 

The three-pot engine emits a pleasant and 
distant throb that remains smooth most of the 
way through the rev band. 

Push it hard and the engine note becomes 
a little harsh above 4,000rpm, but there's 
rarely any need to punish the eager little unit 
in this way.

Space in the cabin is more generous than 
the last version and better than most rivals. 
There's ample width to allow good elbow 
room up front and the high setting of the dash 
means plenty of knee and legroom up front. 

The facia is attractively designed with easy 
to read dials and there are cup holders and a 
place for a water bottle, making it a practical, 
family friendly environment. 

Rear seat passengers sit fairly upright 
allowing decent chance to stretch their legs 
and the seats themselves are much more 
comfortable than the previous model. Boot 
space at 255 litres is about average but the 
rear seats can be folded flat expanding the 
cargo area to more than 1,000 litres, among 
the best in class. 

Priced at £10,750, the Picanto 2 is one the 
better equipped city cars. 

Included in the spec are tinted glass, leather 
trimmed steering wheel, electrically adjustable 
and heated door mirrors, four speaker audio 
system, tyre pressure monitoring indicator 
and air con. 

It's not uncommon for small cars which 
carry little weight to have a choppy or 
somewhat bouncy ride. But the Picanto is 
settled and compliant over all but the most 
scarred road surfaces which helps make it a 
relaxing hatch for longer distances. 

The power steering is pleasantly weighted 
although there's feedback to the driver. 

The five-speed manual gearbox is light with 
an easy precise action. The larger 1.2-litre 
engine has the option of an automatic 
gearbox. 

Reassuringly, Kia provides a seven year 
warranty on the Picanto as it does on all their 
range.

In a world of 


uncertainty, Rexton is ready for action 



DRIVING through the demilitarised 
zone that divides North and South 
Korea sounds a crazy idea in the 
current climate of red alert. 

Yet with the world seemingly on a 
knife edge, the South Koreans appear 
unfazed by all the sabre rattling. 

And when you are the nation's 
leader in off-road vehicles, the muddy 
tracks criss-crossing the banks of 
the Hantangang River that snakes 
alongside the DMZ are a natural 
location to show off your latest 
creation. 

So with its eyes on the skies - in 
more ways than one - Korean all¬ 
wheel-drive specialist SsangYong is 
moving very much upmarket with its 
all-new Rexton SUV. 

Packing almost as much refinement 
as a Range Rover, the new Rexton is 
good enough to change perceptions 
about a brand that has made its name 
in Britain at the budget end of the 
market. 

And true to form, SsangYong is 
pitching the Rexton at a price which 
makes it something of an SUV 
supernova. 

The five model line up will start 
from £27,500 when the new Rexton 
arrives in the UK this October with 
the range topping automatic - with 
Mercedes-Benz gearbox and Bentley- 
esque quilted leather upholstery - 
costing £10,000 more. 

It is new territory for SsangYong and 
in keeping with such elevated status, 
the company is about to become 
part of the international equestrian 
fraternity as the new title sponsor for 
the Blenheim Palace International 
Horse Trials which kick off in 
September. 

The Rexton is well placed as a 


capable 4x4 that can tow up to 3.5 
tonnes and can be used as a seven 
seater. 

The Ultimate model is five seats 
only and features a 820 litre boot, 
extending to 1,997 litres with the 
back seats down which makes it one 
of the most cavernous cars around. 

From a practical perspective the 
Rexton is quite a proposition and it 
is decked out in a way that sets new 
standards for SsangYong. 

Ultimate specification features a 
9.2-inch high definition touchscreen 
housing TomTom sat nav technology 
and a communications set up 
compatible with both smartphone 
systems. 

Driving aids include lane departure 
warning, blind spot monitors and 
automatic emergency braking while 
the electronic parking brake includes 
an automatic function - another high 
end feature. 


There is even a surround view 
camera system which comes into its 
own when manoeuvring, hitching up 
a trailer or off-roading where a split 
screen display can show the terrain 
around the vehicle. 

It is unexpected grandeur from 
the Korean marque and the feast of 
features goes on with the likes of a 
heated steering wheel, heated and 
ventilated front seats, heated rear 
seats and a 220-volt power inverter 
housed in the back of the centre 
console. 

For SsangYong the new Rexton is 
a sea change and points to future 
models having a significant impact in 
the UK. 

In its homeland SsangYong has the 
same revere for 4x4s as Land Rover 
does over here and the latest Rexton 
is already proving a hit with sales 
hitting the 7,000 mark in just two 
months since it was launched in May 


- that's more than the previous model 
sold in Korea in the whole of last year. 

In Britain the Rexton will be 
available only as a diesel and 
powered by SsangYong's 2.2-litre Euro 
6 engine. 

Developing 181 ps and with a good 
amount of pull from as low as 1,600 
revs the Rexton has a top speed of 
115mph and a 0 to 60 time of around 
11.5 seconds. 

SsangYong claims an official fuel 
return of 34.8mpg from the seven 
speed automatic and 36.2 for manual 
models. The seven seaters are slightly 
thirstier and emissions range from 204 
to 218g/km. 

A 2.0-litre petrol version is in 
production but that model is still 
under evaluation as far as Britain 
is concerned. A brief drive on the 
SsangYong test track showed its mettle 
but also pointed to significantly higher 
fuel consumption in the 20s.
